C1HUOUS BANK MOTES. 

Caiatttloa Exhibit*! Before Institute Of 
London Bankers. 

On Aladdin'* principle of giving 
new lamps for old, Mr. Moberly Phil- 
lip*, an associate of the 1 intitule of 
Bankets, is preparing equivalent in 
gold, for old notes which have some 
interesting history attached to them. 
^Ir. Phillips, says the London Chron- 
icle, is the only collector of bank 
notes in the country, and probably out 
of it, and his collection amounts, to 
800, more or lee*. S*>meof the more 
valuable of his -pecimena- he exhib- 
ited last evening at a meeting of the 
Institute of Bankers in the London 
institution. One of the most interest- 
ing wus a note issued by Maj. Gem 
l!aden-"PowelL during the siege of 
Mafekiug. It is numbered 7Gli, dated, 
March, 1M0, and printed in green ink 
on an obviously primitive machine. 
Another, with, if possible, a still more 

note, with Arabic lettering, printed 
by Oen. Gordon when he was; besieged 
in Khartoum. Of Bank of England 
notes Mr. Phillips has ipecimeni of 
the face value of £1 not unlike iu ap- 
pearance the Scotch 20-shilling uotea 
of the present day. 

In time of emergency, when coin 
waa scarce, paper money of as low a 
value as ."is. was issued by traders. 
But there has been a lower depth even 
than this, cards and paper tickets hav- 
ing been resorted to in some places 
lot a* small a sum as Is. Another in- 
teresting special issue, shown by Mr. 
Phillip.-, w as that of the Birmingham 
workhouse. These notes were cir- 
culated by the overseers for various 
stnill amounts, "for the convenience 
of paying the poor," and- payment 
waa made when eight 2s. Gd. or four 
St. notes- were brought together. In 
one corner of one of these note- i.- a 
picture of Charity nursing young 
children. As showing kai V ngtl al 

in currency, Mr. Phillips mentioned 
that he had a Scotch note for £12, 
dated 1131, and the bank which is- 
sued it offered to change it for him. 
Being a collector, Mr. Phillips pre- 
ferred to keep his ancient bit of pa- 
per. 

In the matter of diminutive bank 
notes a correspondent s«nds an ac- 
count of a curious note, which lie hal 
in his possession. It is a card meas- 
uring i by 2$ inches, on one side of 
which is twice printed the word "tw o- 
pence." while on the other aide t lie 
siim is printed in words and figurn 
around the border. In the ; 
the following: "I promise tt 
bearer on demand, two pence 1 
der of the corporation of th 
New Y<rk. February 20. 1700 — I). 
Phoenix, City Treasurer."

I Dr. Francis Wardroper, who 
died at Garrettsburg last Wednes- 
day, at the adv anced age of 85, was 
a native of England. rie came to 
America when a young man and 
practiced medicine at Lexington, 
Ky., for several years.
